The earlier settlers brought with them certain 
traditions of building according to the locality of 
their origin, and it was only natural that they 
should attempt to carry on those traditions. Thus 
in New England, although there was an abundance 
of stone with which to build, the majority of old 
houses are of wood. In the middle colonies, where 
timber was plentiful and stone scarce, stone was 
more frequently utilized. In the South brick and 
stone were also used to a great ex- 
tent, as soon as it was possible to 
get them. 

Virginia was thoroughly English. 
At first the settlers were obliged to 
build of wood, because they had 
not the means to buy brick or the 
facilities to transport stone from 
farther north. But as soon as 
bricks were within their reach they 
used them in their construction. 

Until about one-third of the 
eighteenth century had gone by 
however, the architecture of the 
South, like that of the other 
colonies, was essentially simple 
But about 1730 the Georgian style 
began to make its impress on 
American architecture—that is, 
the wealthy colonists, still looking 
to the mother country for thei 
fashions in architecture as well as
